SCHOOE- REPORT: 


During the past year the process of consolidation in our 
school system which has been in progress for many years, 
has apparently reached its limit. The schools in Nos. 3 
and 9, which were maintained during the spring term, 
were attended by so small a number of pupils that it was 
deemed inadvisable to continue them during the remain- 
der of the year. The scholars from No. 3 were accord- 
ingly conveyed to the Smith school and those from No 9 
to the Webster school. The arrangements in the rest of 
the town have remained the same as they were last year. 
The children from the old districts Nos. 2, 4, 6, 9 and Io 
have accordingly been gathered at the Webster school, 
and those from Nos. 3, 5, 7 and 8 at the Smith school. 
In No. 1, the cost of conveying Mr. F. A. Coburn’s 
children to the Tyngsboro school has been paid by us, 
while two children have received private tuition. 

The school at No. 3 being discontinued, the services 
of its teacher were dispensed with, while owing to the in- 
creased number of pupils at the Webster building a 
fourth room was opened there in the fall and Miss Doyle, 
who had kept the preceding term at No. 9, was placed 
in charge. 

Misses Dunbar and Gilbert at the Smith school and 
Misses Pierce, Lenahan and Saunders at the Webster 
school have held their respective positions during the 
entire year and have given good satisfaction. ‘The past 
year is the first for many years and possibly the first in 
the history of the town in which no new teacher has 
been employed during the year. Inthe larger cities and 
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towns, where more liberal salaries, can be paid, changes 
in the personnel of the teaching staff are comparatively 
infrequent, a fact which makes strongly for the greatest 
good of all concerned. 

It has again and again, and with truth, been stated in 
previous reports, that the frequent change of teachers so 
common-:in the rural districts is one of the chief factors in 
producing that unsatisfactory condition in educational 
matters of which we are all cognizant. We therefore feel 
that our scholars have been exceptionally favored in 
continuing throughout the year to be under the instruc- 
tion of teachers so well adapted to fill their positions. 
The opening of the fourth room at the Webster building 
has increased the running expenses of the schools, and it 
is chiefly due this added expense that we have been 
obliged to reduce the number of weeks of school to 
twenty-eight. It is worthy of note in this connection 
that since the close of the regular term at the Webster 
building Miss Pierce has been conducting with great 
success a private school with a registration of thirty-eight 
pupils from ten to sixteen years of age. 

We maintain our schools for the purpose of promoting 
the education of our children. Education may be defined 
as a moral, physical and mental development, and that 
system of education which magnifies the importance of 
growth in any of these directions at the expense of the 
others is a faulty one. We feel sure that the consolida- 
tion of the schools has distinctly elevated their moral 
tone. This is indeed in accord with the universal tes- 
timony of authorities in educational matters. 

The large, well-ventilated, properly lighted school 
rooms now in use are of immeasurable value in promot- 
ing the physical well-being of our children. In most of 
our old school houses the scholars when seated faced 
toward the south, with a window directly in front of them 
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through which poured into their faces more light than 
entered through any other window in the room. A sys- 
tem of lighting more vicious and more calculated to per- 
manently damage the eyesight of the unfortunate pupils 
could not easily be devised. 

The ‘‘whité’’ blackboards referred to in former reports 
were also responsible for much damage in the same di- 
rection. © 

Many of the seats now in use are of unsuitable pat- 
terns, and it is largely due to this fact that so many 
of the pupils have acquired the habit of studying, and 
especially of writing, in postures which are not only in- 
elegant but positively injurious. The teachers, too, asa 
rule, do not seem to lay the stress which they should on 
the matter of correct position. The following extract 
from an essay in the lastreport of the state board of 
health is quite to the point: ‘‘Comparatively very few 
buildings have seats and desks adjusted to the scholars, 
and while there has been introduced the vertical method 
of writing, its benefits will be almost 2z/ while the old 
fashioned furniture remains. Correct postures cannot be 
maintained; rounded shoulders, curved spines, head- 
aches and faulty positions in standing are encouraged 
and the beneficial result of physical culture greatly les- 
sened.’’ We would recommend that as soon as practica- 
ble all unsuitable seats and desks should be replaced by 
those of correct construction. 

Too little attention has been given in the past to the 
sources from which the school children have obtained 
their drinking water. At the last annual meeting of the 
district an appropriation was made for the purpose of 
preventing the contamination of the well at the Webster 
building. As this was shown to be impracticable, and 
the well itself became dry, it was deemed advisable to 
obtain a supply of water from the Hudson Water Works. 
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Company. This was accordingly done, your committee 
putting in its own pipe for some distance to connect with 
the main, thereby securing in perpetuity an exceedingly 
low water rate. 

An appropriation was also made to secure a suitable 
supply of water at the Smith school. We regret to say, 
however, that the unsatisfactory conditions reported last 
year still exist. The special committee in charge of this 
undertaking will doubtless explain the matter at the 
proper time. With these conditions remedied we feel that 
a long step will have been taken toward the ideal hygiene 
and sanitation which will ensure the satisfactory physical 
development of our children. 

‘“‘The prime object of education is to create good citi- 
zens, upholders and champions of our laws and institu- 
tions.’’ The mental development of the young should be 
planned with this objective point clearly in view. The 
narrow curriculum too much in vogue in our country 
schools should be broadened. Arithmetic is a necessary 
study, but to become a good citizen it is of far greater 
importance to have a correct knowledge of the underlying 
principles of our government than to be versed in the 
intricacies of cube root. More time should be devoted to 
nature study, which with a competent teacher as a guide, 
is a subject in which all children will be greatly inter- 
ested. | 

One subject which merits far more attention than it 
has received is vocal music.c= When we consider the 
amount of pleasure and recreation as well as solid culture 
to be derived from the study of music, it seems strange 
that so little attention has been given it in our schools. 
Several of the teachers have given elementary drill to 
their pupils with encouraging results, but it is eminently 
true of music that instruction can best be imparted by a 
specialist. We would accordingly earnestly recommend 
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that the district appropriate a small sum to be used in 
employing a suitable person to give musical instruction 
once a week in each of our schools. 

In addition to furnishing a suitable water supply for the 
Smith school, a number of improvements should be made 
this year in the condition of the school buildings. The 
Webster and Smith buildings, as well as those in Nos. 1, © 
2 and g should be painted. No. 3 will soon need shing- 
ling. In accordance with the vote of the district, an 
article will be found in the warrant for the school meet- 
ing relative to selling the No. 7 house and lot. This 
subject should receive your earnest consideration that 
you may be prepared to act intelligently and for the best 

interests of the district.
